FUTURE U.S. MILITARY PRESENCE IN THE CANAL ZONE. DOLVIN

THE EVENING OF AUGUST 10. MOST EXPRESSED APPRECIATION 
FOR THE TIMELY NOTIFICATION AND FOR THE BRIEF SUMMARY OF 
THE CONTENTS OF THE NEW AGREEMENT THAT WAS PROVIDED TO 
THEM. PARTICIPATING IN THE PHONE CALLS TO CONGRESSMEN 
WERE THE PRESIDENT, THE ACTING SECRETARY AND MEMBERS OF 
THE STATE AND WHITE HOUSE CONGRESSIONAL LIAISON STAFFS.

7. TODAY, IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION FROM A BRAZILIAN 
CORRESPONDENT ON THE URUGUAYAN ANNOUNCEMENT OF ELECTIONS 
FOR 1981, THE DEPARTMENT PRESS SPOKESMAN SAID; QUOTE 

WE ARE ENCOURAGED THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF URUGUAY HAS 
GIVEN PUBLIC CONFIRMATION TO A POLICY ANNOUNCED LAST YEAR 
TO HOLD NATIONAL ELELCTIONS IN 1981. WE ARE HOPEFUL THAT 
THIS ANNOUNCEMENT WILL LEAD TO THE CREATION OF AN ATMO- 
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SPHERE WITHIN WHICH OTHER PROBLEMS, PARTICULARLY THOSE 
RELATING TO HUMAN RIGHTS CAN BE APPROACHED IN A POSITIVE 
MANNER. ALTHOUGH THE PROCESS LEADING TO ELECTIONS IS 
ONLY IN ITS INSIPIENT STAGE, WE LOOK FORWARD TO THE DAY 
WHEN URUGUAY RETURNS TO ITS ILLUSTRIOUS AND INTERNATION- 
ALLY RESPECTED DEMOCRATIC TRADITION OF POLITICAL AND 
INDIVIDUAL FREEDOM. UNQUOTE.
